New Bedford Symphony's Soothing Sounds

The New Bedford Symphony Orchestra once 
again showed that it is one of the finest small city orches- 
tras in the area by its recent performance at the Zeiterion 
Theatre. Led proficiently by Dr. F. John Adams, orchestra 
music director, the orchestra provided a splendid night of 
musical treats by French composers in "Vive La France." 

Cellist Colin Carr, well-known for his chamber 
music appearances at various national and international 
festivals, in addition to performances with symphonies in 
North America and Europe, received a well-deserved 
standing ovation for his playing in Saint-Seans' "Cello 
Concerto No. 1 in A Minor, Op.

eloquence in the second theme, while accompanied in 
finely-tuned pianissimo style by the strings. At times Carr 
played with the vigorous flair that the work required and 
at other times he used the subtlety needed to create a 
superb performance. The orchestra provided the dynam- 
ics in its accompaniment during the final stages of the 
work. 

Ravel's always tempestuous, energetic "Bolero" 
was treated stylishly by the orchestra. Featuring a con- 
stant drum beat, augmented by the flute and lyrical tones 
of the harp in its opening, the work, disdained by some 
critics at the time (1927), induces an almost trance-like 
feeling if it is done well. And it was by the New Bedford 
orchestra. The work gathered intensity through the 
plucked strings and brass coming in masterfully. 

Taken from folk tunes (Spanish- Arabian), the 
pulsating rhythm finally reached its crescendo with a full 
burst of the drum, ending a fiery piece. It might be noted 
that Maurice Ravel, composer of "Bolero," was highly- 
influenced by Erik Satie, another French composer and 
modernist, who staged a one-man battle against the 
"overworked" romantic themes of the post- Wagner era. 

Berlioz's "Symphonie Fantastique" is another 
departure in terms of the structure and procedure advo- 
cated by some of the prior masters. It was written follow- 
ing Berlioz's stormy romance with actress Harriet 
Smithson, thereby providing the emotion that he desired. 

Part of this mood was captured by the violins in 
the first movement and uplifted by the flutes to form a 
lingering mood and this recurred through the five move- 
ments. Throughout, the orchestra played with a richness 
that delivered the sometimes light and then sombre 
mood. Woodwinds and brass blended well and the strings 
were matchless. Another triumph for the New Bedford 
Symphony Orchestra.

land there. However, the costs would be substantially 
lower to add loam, cut trees, remove stumps and level the 
ground than to begin an entirely new site beginning with 
land acquisition costs. 

Although this land is town property, it is owned 
by the school, therefore any talk of utilizing the space for 
recreational purposes must begin with the School Com- 
mittee. Selectman Andrews added Mr. Haley would need 
to contact the Conservation Commission (ConCom) to 
discuss the issues of wetlands in that area. 

The area would be ideal for such a project because 
of the existing parking, restroom facilities, concession, and 
indoor gymnasium within the school. 

The board encouraged Mr. Haley to speak with 
the appropriate committees and pursue the re-establish- 
ment of the MYAA. Mr. Haley plans to announce a MYAA 
meeting next month for sometime in January.

steps in having the tax rate classified," he said. "The steps 
between now and December 10 will allow the DOR 
enough time to make calculations for the Town of Roches- 
ter." Mr. DeMello admitted this delay would push back 
the mailing out of tax bills to sometime after the first of 
the year, probably January 20. 

"Can we accept (payments) in anticipation?" 
asked Chairman Cutler, noting that some residents like to 
settle taxes before the end of the year. "Those who want to 
get their taxes paid early can send checks beforehand." 

After approving the minutes of the November 19 
meeting and the Executive Session minutes of the same 
date, the board signed and approved a Range Permit for 
the Sippican Rod & Gun Club and also an Automatic 
Amusement Device Permit for Towne Pizza and Restau- 
rant. 

The board then reviewed the letters submitted 
from Doug Church and Craig Parker describing the 
proposed sports programs which the residents hope to 
sponsor in the Memorial School auditorium. Under the 
new policies adopted by the Rochester School Committee, 
use of the school is limited to town-sponsored events and 
there is concern over potential liability issues. 

"Craig brought up an interesting point: whether 
it's town-sponsored or (town-related)," Chairman Cutler 
said. "It sounds better if we call (both of them) Rochester 
community-sponsored groups ... so they fall under our 
insurance policy."

school-sponsored," said Selectman Ryan. "I don't know 
how that insurance works for something covered by the 
town if it's not a school-sponsored event. The only 
stumbling block would be if you can't convince the School 
Committee that they're covered under the insurance 
policy. We're, unfortunately, living in an age where 
everyone is sue-happy." 

Both Mr. Church and Mr. Parker will now go back 
to the School Committee to request use of the Memorial 
School facility for these events. 

"I just hope (the School Committee) is going to 
(support) this after we've gone through five or six meet- 
ings ... that they're going to play ball — no pun intended," 
Mr. Church said. 

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received a Notice of Intent to sell Lot 9 and Lot 10 
on County Road, both owned by the A.D. Makepeace 
Company. The town is being asked to exercise its "right of 
first refusal" to purchase the lots in question. "I have a 
problem with this," Selectman Ryan said. "This was 
submitted to us with two different maps." 

On this note, Chairman Cutler suggested a letter 
be sent to state legislators to request changes in the 
language of Chapter 61A regarding subdividing parcels 
under the town's "right of first refusal" option to stop 
sellers from doing it piecemeal. "When they come in and 
they take the first lot out, and it's part of a whole parcel 
under Chapter 61A, we're not (seeing the whole picture)," 
Chairman Cutler said.

The board agreed to take the two Notice of Intents 
from the Makepeace Company under advisement and 
hold these matters for a later date. 

The board next received a notice from AT&T 
Broadband informing them of annual price increases for 
cable TV subscribers in the Rochester area. 

The Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) sent notification that there is $8 million in grant 
funding available under the Aquifer Land Acquisition 
Program. "I would forward this to (Conservation Agent) 
Laurell Farinon for consideration," Chairman Cutler said.

Selectman Ryan wanted Verizon to somehow 
correct this egregious error: "Either they remove those 
five poles until the hearing, or they immediately remove 
five double poles in town — this week," she said.

What is wrong with The Regatta and why should it not

is inadequate to control the runoff of precipitation over a two- 
year storm event, resulting in flooding from Atkinson Way to 
Barstow Street; 

(2) Interfering with the buffer zone and the wetlands; 

(3) Destroying some of the wetlands in the process of 
digging the test pits. 

Second is the disregard The Regatta has for 
Mattapoisett's Rules and Regulations that are in addition to Title 
V: 

(1) The soil having a perc rate of over 20 minutes per 

inch; 

(2) Conducting a dewatered perc test; and 

(3) Not having a representative of the Mattapoisett 
Board of Health present for these tests. 

These are exemptions that Chapter 40B reqeusts the 
developer to ask the town for. This was never done or suggested 
by The Regatta people. 

Third are the safety issues that not only concern the 
residents of Mattapoisett, but the residents of The Regatta: 

(1) The entrance /exit is on the down side of the curve 
on Route 6, which interferes with a vehicle's visibility to see 
traffic on Route 6; 

(2) The town's Fire Department does not have a ladder 
truck to reach the 50-foot height. Even though this building will 
be sprinkled, shouldn't there be a way to get on the roof to vent 
the smoke? After all, smoke kills more than fire. This building is 
so large that a third of the total residents will be on this floor. 

Just look at what Mr. Lanagan has accomplished in his 
brief history: 

(1) He managed to turn the town upside down with the 
development at Eel Pond. Where is this development going after 
all this time? It looks like nowhere! 

(2) The development in Acushnet that failed because 
the septic systems were not installed correctly, which is the 
responsibility of the developer, no matter what Mr. Lanagan 
says; 

(3) Purchasing the property for $1,350,000, which is a 
waste of tax money. Is this why we pay state taxes? 

With all of the other towns around us building afford- 
able housing, who will buy these units? What kind of a market 
will be left? Lakeville: one development is for 1,000 units and the 
other is for 370. Dartmouth: 144 units. In Wareham the original

TAKING BACK A MORTGAGE 



As a seller, if you have 
agreed to take back a first or 
second mortgage from the 
buyer (loaned him money at 
a specified interest to help fi- 
nalize the sale), the docu- 
ments can be drawn up by 
your attorney. If the buyer of- 
fers to prepare the mortgage, 
make sure your own lawyer 
approves or amends it. 

In most states, the mort- 
gage consists of two parts. 
You will receive a bond, (a 
personal promise to pay back 
the loan). You will also re- 
ceive a mortgage, which is a 
claim against the property if 
the promises made in the 
bond are not kept. 



Just as the buyer is advised 
to put the deed on record im- 
mediately, so you should 
make sure that the mortgage 
is promptly recorded. This 
will give you priority ahead 
of later claims on the prop- 
erty if there is ever trouble in 
the future. If you are paying 
off the present mortgage on 
the property you have just 
sold, that fact also should be 
noted in the public records 
with the filing of a certifica- 
tion of satisfaction.

NEW CAT CARE 

1 have acquired a third cat and am wondering 
what veterinary care he needs? 

The first thing is to take the cat to your vet- 
erinarian and have him tested for Feline Leu- 
kemia Virus and Feline AIDS. If he tests posi- 
tive for either of these viruses you will have 
to decide whether you want to risk exposure 
of your other 2 cats. If you decide to keep a 
leukemia or feline AIDS positive cat he 
should be kept indoors so he doesn't interact 
with your neighbors cats. All cats should be 
vaccinated for Rabies and Distemper as well 
as for upper respiratory viral infections.

Spies Like Us

Spy Game. Starring Robert Redford and Brad Pitt. 
Directed by Tony Scott. Running time: 123 minutes. 
MP AA rating: R. At Cinema 12 at the North Dartmouth 
Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

The tiniest things can take you out of a movie, and often the 
spell-breakers have more to do with you than with the movie. So 
I confess the following quirk: In general, if there's a sequence in 
an English-language film spoken in another language with 
subtitles, and a word in one of the subtitles is misspelled, it's hard 
for me to believe anything else that movie tells me. Spy Game 
commits this sin against teachers everywhere within the first ten 
minutes (the word in question, in case you wondered, is 
"inoculations" — or, according to the film, "innoculations"). 

But then it's a measure of how uninvolving a movie is that 
something so minuscule and silly can register so jarringly. Spy 
Game is of a breed I'm not terribly enamored of — the big 
Hollywood intrigue thriller — but I went to it hoping for some 
electric byplay between Robert Redford, the Brad Pitt of his day, 
and Brad Pitt, the Robert Redford of his day (the two, of course, 
have bonded cinematically before — Redford behind the camera 
and Pitt in front, for A River Runs Through It). Unfortunately, they 
get only a handful of scenes together, none of which plays off the 
old-lion-passing-the-torch-to-the-young-cub subtext we expect. 
Once Redford and Pitt signed on, couldn't the screenwriters 
(Michael Frost Beckner and D avid Arata) have had some fun with 
the meeting of past and present icons? 

Redford is Nathan Muir, the sort of cynical CIA veteran who 
has a half-torched flag hanging in his office. In 1975, in the 
twilight of the Vietnam War, Nathan took a promising soldier — 
Tom Bishop (Pitt) — under his wing, instructing him in the art of 
espionage. We see this, and other past dealings between the 
mentor and his protege, in flashbacks; the heart of the story 
unfolds in 1991, when Tom has been captured in China after a 
botched attempt to free a prisoner. The movie thus spans fifteen 
years of experience, but despite the cinematographer's best efforts, 
Tom looks the same age in 1991 as he does in 1975, and, rather 
embarrassingly for Redford despite some obvious makeup, so 
does Nathan. 




Flashback structures like this one are nearly impossible to 
bring off, because Tom, for us, exists almost entirely in the past. 
Nathan keeps launching into anecdotes while sitting in CIA 
meetings (the agency wants to leave Tom in China to be executed, 
not wanting to risk America's fragile trade relations with that 
country); some of the stories may be fudged — Nathan doesn't 
trust the CIA personnel as far as he can throw them, and may be 
tossing in or leaving out details meant to confuse them — but after 
a while you stop caring what's true and what isn't. The movie is 
essentially a long meeting, allowing Redford to hold forth, grin 
cynically at what's become of his agency, and coast on his 
matinee-idol charisma. Pitt fares even less well — wasn't he 
supposed to be yearning to stop doing this sort of Hollywood 
fluff? Spy Game regresses him back to 1997 and the days of The 
Devil's Own. 

Director Tony Scott strains to keep things moving — boy, 
does he ever. At several points he gives us a black-and-white 
freeze frame reminding us of the deadline to save Tom from 
execution; it's a bad, laughable idea, and will look as goofy 
twenty years from now as similar flourishes in '70s movies look 
today. But Scott, a marginally talented hack who's managed to 
avoid wrecking a couple of good scripts (True Romance and 
Crimson Tide), can't shoo away the feeling that we're spending 
two hours waiting for the movie to get started. We get tired action 
bits in the flashbacks, and then we keep going back to Nathan 
playing tired cat-and-mouse games with CIA fools. By-the- 
numbers scripts like this are what Hollywood should be 
inoculating itself against — excuse me, "innoculating."

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The Gorey Details 

An Artist Gone But

Edward Gorey left us on April 15, 
2000, but you wouldn't know that 
from his enduring presence in 
bookstores and oddity shops. It's 
as if he'd become one of his own 
ghostly creations, haunting his 
fans, rattling his chains and 
beckoning us to sample his wares. 
'Tis the season, maybe, to get 
acquainted with this giant among 
artists / storytellers, or to stock up 
on gifts for the Gorey die-hard in 
your life. 

The past year or so has seen two must-have books 
about the man and his work: Alexander Theroux's The 
Strange Case of Edward Gorey (Fantagraphics Books, 
$7.95) and Karen Wilkin's Ascending Peculiarity (Harcourt 
Brace, $35). The latter tome in particular justifies its beefy 
price tag simply by allowing access to Gorey's head, to the 
extent that he himself allowed it; the book consists of 
interviews with him spanning from 1973 to 1999. 
Generously illustrated (you even get to see Gorey's earliest 
known drawing, a sausage-looking procession of trains) 
and covering just about everything you ever wanted to 
know about the man (there's even an interview devoted 
solely to his passion for ballet), this is one of two handsome 
hardcovers every Gorey fan needs on the shelf. 

The other one is The World of Edward Gorey (Harry 
N. Abrams, $29.95), published in October 1996, edited by 
Karen Wilkin (again) and Clifford Ross, and thankfully 
still in print. Ross's interview with Gorey (not duplicated 
in Ascending Peculiarity) takes up a good chunk of the book 
and a welcome chunk of our time; there are also rare 
illustrations, including Gorey's designs for various stage 
projects. 

When you're done reading about Gorey, why not read 
him ? The three essential Gorey omnibuses — Amphigorey 
(Perigee, $16.95), Amphigorey Too (Perigee, $16.95), and 
Amphigorey Also (Harvest, $20) — are still readily available 
inpaperback. The good folks at Harcourt Brace also continue 
to re-issue vintage Gorey in attractive little hardcover 
editions; take a peek at The Other Statue ($12), Iron Tonic 
($10), and The Unstrung Harp ($15) for starters. For more 
recent Gorey, there's always his 1998 Christmas tale The 
Haunted Tea-Cosy ($15) and its 1999 follow-up The 
Headless Bust: A Melancholy Meditation on the False 
Millennium ($15). Even The Haunted Looking Glass 
(New York Review of Books, $ 1 2.95 ), Gorey' s 1 959 selection 
of classic ghost stories (by the likes of Dickens, Stoker, and 
M.R. James) illustrated by him, floated eerily back into 
print earlier this year. 

Then there's the Gorey merchandise — ah, this is 
where we spend the mad money, just because any Gorey 
stuff is, by definition, so damned cool. You have no fewer 
than three Gorey calendars to choose from for 2002: two 




wall calendars (The Gilded Bat, $14.95, and The Deranged 
Cousins, $13.95, both from Pomegranate) and a 365-day 
desk calendar (A Gorey Year 2002 Calendar : 365 Days of 
the Art and Words of Edward Gorey, $10.95, also 
Pomegranate). 

If that's not enough, those with Internet connections 
can slither over to http://www.goreydetails.net/ and visit 
Gorey Details, which appears to be the only official online 
source for Gorey miscellany. Want shirts? They're here. 
Tote bags? Look no further. Rubber stamps, mini-standups, 
calendars, journals, address books, stickers, gift wrap, 
mugs, cards, postcards, books, and bookmarks, all 
emblazoned with Gorey goodness? All right here. If everyone 
on your Christmas list were wild about Gorey, this could 
be a very easy one-stop shopping joint this year. And if you 
don't want to buy anything, there's always http:// 
www.goreyography.com/fortonsoflittle-seenillustrations 
(including book-cover art) and other neat eye candy. If you 
can stand one more book recommendation, the hardcore 
Gorey collector's Bible is very likely Goreyography : A 
Divers Compendium of & Price Guide to the Works of 
Edward Gorey (Word Play, $24.95). Despite the title, the 
book is not affiliated with the abovementioned website, 
though the latter cheerfully plugs the former. 

All of this — the Gorey merchandise, the websites, the 
perennially in-print collections, the reissued chestnuts — 
is proof positive that Edward Gorey didn't really leave us. 
He borrowed a body for seventy-five years or so, and then 
gave it back, but in the realm of art and posterity (and, yes, 
shirts and knick-knacks — but they're cool shirts and knick- 
knacks), he's still alive and well. If you seek evidence, go 
into a better bookshop and look around you.
